WHEREAS,  With  the  partnership  of  various  non-profits,  city  agencies,  and  community 
leaders,  Supervisor  Dufty  established  the  Castro  Youth  Housing  Initiative,  a  housing  program 
for  LGBTQ  homeless  in  the  Castro  and  created  a  collaborative  program  providing  wrap 
around  services  including  Larkin  Street,  Lyric,  LGBTQ  Center,  and  Dimensions,  currently 
housing  more  than  20  young  adults  and  is  the  centerpiece  of  an  amazing  partnership  between 
these  agencies  serving  LGBTQ  youth  and  young  adults;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  collaboration  with  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom,  Supervisor  Dufty  chaired  and 
established  the  Crystal  Meth  Task  Force,  the  first  in  the  country,  starting  with  only  three 
agencies  in  San  Francisco  providing  Meth-related  services  to  now  more  than  17;  and 

WHEREAS,  Working  with  his  colleagues  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  community 
members,  Supervisor  Dufty  created  and  worked  tirelessly  to  secure  funding  for  the 
Transgender  Economic  Empowerment  Initiative,  which  forged  a  partnership  between  Jewish 
Vocational  Services,  the  LGBTQ  Center,  and  the  Transgender  Law  Center,  placing  over  100 
people  in  new  jobs,  and  providing  training  to  City  agencies  and  other  employers  on  making 
workplaces  around  the  City  more  welcoming;  making  the  initiative  a  model  for  other  cities 
around  the  world;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Dufty's,  or  simply  known  as  Bevan  to  everyone,  cell  phone  is 
the  best  known  number  throughout  the  city  allowing  him  to  take  phone  calls  or  texts  from 
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constituents,  lobbyists,  colleagues,  and  friends  at  any  hour  of  the  day,  bringing  the  concept  of 
accessibility  and  responsiveness  to  a  whole  new  level;  and

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Michela  Alioto-Pier  has  served  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
since  2004,  representing  District  2  neighborhoods  such  as  the  Marina,  Cow  Hollow,  Pacific 
Heights,  Presidio  Heights,  Jordan  Park,  Laurel  Heights,  Sea  Cliff,  Russian  Hill  and  Aquatic 
Park;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  continues  a  tradition  of  service  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  begun  by  her  grandfather  Joseph  Alioto,  who  served  as  President 
of  the  Board  of  Education  and  Mayor  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  has  been  a  leading  voice  for  job  grovrth  and 
economic  development,  passing  Proposition  I,  a  good  government  proposal,  to  require  an 
analysis  of  each  law  before  it  is  passed  to  make  sure  it  does  not  create  hidden  costs,  drive 
away  jobs,  or  hurt  the  economy;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  created  thousands  of  jobs  through  her  biotech 
payroll  tax  exemption  legislation  and  through  the  first  film  rebate  program  in  the  state,  which 
established  tax  incentives  to  attract  film  and  television  production  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  fought  for  environmental  justice,  successfully 
blocking  the  construction  of  new  fossil  fuel  power  plants  in  the  southeastern  part  of  our  City; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  led  the  efforts  to  save  St.  Luke's  Hospital  after  the 
California  Pacific  Medical  Center  announced  it  would  close  the  hospital  and,  after  convening 
a  Blue  Ribbon  Panel  comprised  of  representatives  from  labor,  local  government,  health  care, 
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and  business,  obtained  a  $250  million  commitment  from  Califomia  Pacific  Medical  Center  to 
rebuild  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  thus  ensuring  access  to  health  care  in  the  South  of  Market  areas 
and  preserving  a  hospital  that  has  been  an  important  part  of  medical  care  in  San  Francisco 
for  more  than  130  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  became  the  first  Supervisor  to  give  birth  while 
serving  in  office,  and  worked  to  make  our  City  more  family  friendly  by  passing  a  Charter 
Amendment  to  treat  maternity  leave  equally  in  retirement  calculations  and  by  creating  a  job- 
share  program  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  has  been  an  outspoken  voice  for  civil  rights  for 
persons  with  disabilities  and  all  San  Franciscans,  writing  laws  to  require  reasonable 
modification  by  City  departments,  closed  caption  access  at  public  facilities,  and  expanded 
access  to  employment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  has  worked  with  neighborhood  groups  in  her  district 
and  across  San  Francisco  to  preserve  the  unique  neighborhood  character  that  makes  our 
City  special,  and  to  expand  the  Mills  Act  program  to  preserve  historic  properties;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  balanced  the  demands  of  her  job  while  maintaining 
an  active  family  life,  raising  her  three  children  -  Nicholas,  Giovanna  and  Valentina  -  with  her 
husband  Tom;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  treated  her  colleagues,  the  public,  and  City  officials

(4)  The  interior  lighting  maintained  therein 
shall  be  sufficient  to  make  easily  discernible  the  appearance  and  conduct  of  all  persons  and 
patrons  in  that  portion  of  the  premises  where  alcoholic  beverages  are  sold,  served,  delivered  or 
consumed.  (5)  Petitioner  shall  not  make  structural  changes  in  the  premises  interior  without  prior 
written  approval  from  the  Department.  (6)  The  petitioner  shall  utilize  electronic  surveillance 
and  recording  equipment  that  is  able  to  view  inside  and  outside  the  premises  and  that  is  actively 
maintained  and  recorded.  This  electronic  surveillance  shall  be  in  place  during  operating  hours. 
Said  electronic  recording  shall  be  kept  up  to  (72)  hours  and  shall  be  made  available  to  the 
Department  or  Police  Department  upon  demand.

WHEREAS,  Family  Service  Agency  of  San  Francisco  (FSA-SF)  was  founded  in 
1889  and  as  tlie  city's  first  general,  nonsectarian  relief  organization,  has  a  long  history 
of  caring  for  San  Franciscans  from  all  walks  of  life;  and 

WHEREAS,  FSA-SF  has  for  over  120  years  provided  heroic  service  to  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  and  its  most  vulnerable  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  FSA-SF  has  throughout  those  120  years  been  the  most  important 
safety  net  and  social  conscience  of  the  City  as  evidenced  by  its  innumerable  reforms 
and  innovations  including  in  1889,  leading  the  effort  to  create  a  more  centralized  and 
coordinated  system  of  public  relief  with  only  two  staff  members,  known  as  the  "Hearst 
nurse"  and  the  "Crocker  nurse;"  and  in  1903,  in  response  to  the  tragically  high  mortality 
rates  for  infants  in  the  San  Francisco  Foundling  Asylum,  developing  the  first  foster 
home  system  in  California.  Hailed  as  a  great  success,  the  innovation  helped  S  an 
Francisco  develop  the  lowest  infant  mortality  rate  of  any  city  of  its  size  in  the  world;

WHEREAS,  Suzy  Loftus  has  served  San  Francisco  as  an  Assistant  District  Attorney 
since  2005;  and 

WHEREAS,  Suzy  has  distinguished  herself  as  one  of  the  District  Attorney's  finest  and

ENGINEER'S  REPORT,  AND  BOUNDARIES  MAP.  The  Board  hereby  approves  the 
Management  District  Plan  and  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  as  each  last  amended

Section  2.    FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  that  a  majority  protest  does  not  exist  as  defined  in  Section  4(e)  of  Article  XIIID  of 
the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code  with  respect 
to  the  formation  of  Civic  Center  Community  Benefit  District.  All  objections  or  protests  both 
written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 

Section  3.    ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  Act  and  Article  15,  a 
property-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as  the  "Civic  Center  Community 
Benefit  District"  is  hereby  established. 

Section  4.    DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT.  The  Civic  Center  Community  Benefit 
District  shall  include  all  parcels  of  real  property  within  the  district.  The  proposed  District 
contains  approximately  203  identified  parcels,  located  on  approximately  35  whole  or  partial 
blocks  in  the  City  Hall  and  Civic  Center  Plaza  Street  area,  including  the  adjacent  portion  of 
Market  Street.  The  District  is  generally  bounded:  on  the  North  by  Turk  Street;  on  the  East  by 
a  varying  boundary  along  Hyde,  Larkin  and  Ninth  Streets;  on  the  South  by  and  including  the 
South  side  of  Market  Street;  and  on  the  West  by  the  West  side  of  Franklin  Street.  It  also 
includes  both  sides  of  Grove,  Ivy  and  Hayes  Streets  westward  to  Gough  Street. 

Within  the  Civic  Center  CBD  there  are  three  separate  benefit  zones,  established  to 
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reflect  different  levels  of  service  provided. 

Zone  1  generally  encompasses:  from  the  North  side  of  McAllister  Street  to  the  South 
side  of  Golden  Gate  between  Larkin  and  Polk  Streets;  the  South  side  of  Turk  Street  from  Polk 
Street  to  Van  Ness  Avenue;  from  Larkin  Street  on  the  East  (where  it  adjoins  the  Tenderloin 
Community  Benefit  District),  to  the  properties  on  the  West  side  of  Franklin  Street,  extending 
South  to  include  Parcel  No.  792-031  (commonly  known  as  "the  Ballet  Building")  midway  in  the 
block  between  Fulton  and  Grove  Streets,  and  extending  North  to  Elm  Street. 

Zone  2  generally  encompasses  the  Civic  Center  Plaza,  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  the 
Main  Library,  Bill  Graham  Auditorium,  Symphony  Hall,  the  Opera  House,  the  War  Memorial 
Building,  the  Performing  Arts  Garage,  plus  properties  along  Grove,  Ivy  and  Hayes  Streets 
West  to  Gough  Street,  and  properties  on  both  sides  of  Van  Ness  Avenue  extending  South  to 
Market  Street. 

Zone  3  generally  encompasses  the  areas  along  Polk  Street  South  of  Lech  Walesa 
Street,  Fox  Plaza,  Fell  Street,  Hickory  Street,  Oak  Street  West  to  Franklin  Street,  and  both 
sides  of  Market  Street  from  Ninth  Street  to  Franklin  Street. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  maps  and  the  lists  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  that  are  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  in  order  to 
determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  Civic  Center  Community  Benefit  District. 

Section  5.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 

Section  6.    SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to 
pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  201 1- 
2012,  and  continuing  for  ten  (10)  years,  ending  with  fiscal  year  2020-2021.  For  purposes  of 
levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District,  a  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each 
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July  1  St  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 

(b)  The  total  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for 
fiscal  year  201 1-2012  shall  be  $685,044  (as  shown  in  the  Management  District  Plan  and 
Engineer's  Report,  each  dated  December  14,  2010).  The  amount  of  assessments  to  be 
levied  and  collected  in  fiscal  years  two  (2)  through  ten  (10)  may  be  increased  annually  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  change  in  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated 
Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  three  percent  (3%),  whichever  is  less. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  Management  District  Plan.  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with 
fiscal  year  201 1-2012.  Each  year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments.  The  first  installment  shall  be  due  on  November  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the 
life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on  December  1 0  of  that  fiscal  year.  The 
second  installment  shall  be  due  on  February  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District, 
and  shall  become  delinquent  on  April  1 0  of  that  fiscal  year.  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment 
shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent  payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the  ad  valorem  property  tax. 

Section  7.    USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  proposed  property-related  services, 
improvements  or  activities  for  the  District  include  several  programs.  Programs  will  be  refined 
by  the  CBD  management  corporation  board  based  on  evaluation  of  need  and  effectiveness, 
and  availability  of  additional  resources. 

I.   Programs  common  to  all  three  Zones  are  as  follows: 

A.  Safety  Program  -  Daytime  Community  Service  Ambassadors:  Four  uniformed 

Community  Service  Ambassadors  (CSAs)  will  serve  throughout  all  three  Zones  five 
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days  per  week  during  daytime,  with  overlapping  shifts.  The  CSAs  are  currently 
scheduled  to  operate  from  7:30  a.m.  to  7:30  p.m. 

B.  Advocacy:  For  all  three  Zones,  multi-faceted  Advocacy  will  be  provided  by  the 
Executive  Director.  The  Executive  Director  will  coordinate  a  process  for  regular 
exchange  of  information  among  Civic  Center  stakeholders,  develop  a  website,  and 
produce  a  regular  newsletter  directed  towards  District  merchants,  organizations, 
property  owners,  and  members  of  the  media.  Advocacy  will  also  Include  participating 
in  community  meetings,  coordinating  information  between  City  agencies  and  Civic 
Center  stakeholders  related  to  events  and  issues  affecting  the  area,  speaking  at 
hearings,  and  raising  additional  resources  and  investments. 

C.  Beautification:  For  all  three  Zones,  capital  improvements  such  as  wayfinding 
signage,  sidewalk  lighting  and  other  streetscape  improvements  will  be  provided. 
Flower  baskets/other  greening  throughout  the  District  will  be  provided,  using  both 
assessment  and  non-assessment  funds. 

D.  Daily  Cleaning  and  Maintenance:  For  all  three  Zones,  Daily  Cleaning  and 
Maintenance  will  be  provided  by  on  call  maintenance  services  for  graffiti  removal, 
washing  down  sidewalks,  and  similar  services,  for  a  total  of  20  hours  per  week. 

E.  Administration:  The  District  will  have  an  Executive  Director,  and  provide 
dispatch  and  related  administrative  functions. 

II.  Programs  for  Zone  2.  in  addition  to  those  listed  under  6.1.  above,  are: 

F.  Safety  Program  --  Evening  Community  Service  Ambassadors: 

Four  uniformed  Community  Service  Ambassadors  will  serve  Zone  2  during  evening 
hours,  for  200  evenings  per  year  or  an  equivalent.  The  evening  CSA  shifts  are 
currently  scheduled  for  6:30  p.m.  -  1 1 :30  p.m. 
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G.      Public  Space  and  Sidewalk  Activation: 
Public  Space  and  Sidewalk  Activation  will  be  provided  in  Civic  Center  Plaza,  Fulton 
Mall,  and  on  sidewalks  throughout  Zone  2,  through  activities  such  as  free  music 
performances  or  perfomriing  arts. 

m.  Programs  for  Zone  3.  in  addition  to  those  listed  under  6.1.  above,  are: 

H.  Daily  Cleaning  and  Maintenance: 

Daily  Cleaning  and  Maintenance  will  be  provided  by  one  maintenance  worker  to 
sweep  sidewalks  and  remove  graffiti;  the  shift  is  currently  scheduled  for 
7:30  a.m.  -  4:00  p.m.  daily.  (This  is  in  addition  to  the  20  hours  per  week  on  call 
maintenance  services  for  tasks  such  as  graffiti  removal  and  washing  down  sidewalks, 
provided  throughout  the  three  Zones.) 

Section  8.    AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a  separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
in  Section  7,  as  provided  in  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  §36614.5  and  §36650. 
Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
("City")  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  7.  Any  such 
entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall  deliver,  at  no  expense 
to  the  City,  a  balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income  and  cash  flows  for  each 
fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  City,  reviewed  by  a  Certified  Public 
Accountant  (CPA);  this  review  shall  include  a  statement  of  negative  assurance  from  the  CPA. 
In  addition,  or  alternatively,  the  Controller  or  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  may  in  their  discretion  require  the  private  entity  to  deliver,  at  no  expense  to  the 
City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all  such  funds. 
The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part  of  the 
general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  reserve  full 
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rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development 
shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the  District. 

Section  9.    AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  Act  and  Article  15. 

Section  10.  RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  11.  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  Each  year,  the  Assessor  shall  enter  on  the 
County  Assessment  Roll  opposite  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
and  such  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  County  property  taxes  are 
collected. 

Section  12.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
similar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
a  significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
municipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District.

[Supporting  the  Report  of  the  Declining  Fossil  Fuel  Supplies] 

Resolution  in  support  of  the  measures  and  actions  to  mitigate  the  effects  of  declining 
fossil  fuel  supplies  recommended  in  the  report  of  the  San  Francisco  Peak  Oil 
Preparedness  Task  Force. 

WHEREAS,  Worldwide  production  of  oil,  and  natural  gas  is  near  or  past  its  point  of 
maximum  output  (known  as  "Peak  Oil")  and  will  enter  a  prolonged  period  of  irreversible 
decline  of  available  supply  leading  to  ever-increasing  prices;  and 

WHEREAS,  Global  demand  for  oil  and  natural  gas  continues  to  increase  and 
substitutes  for  oil  and  natural  gas  are  highly  unlikely  to  become  available  in  sufficient 
quantities  quickly  enough  to  replace  the  shortfall;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  latest  edition  of  the  World  Energy  Outlook  released  by 
the  International  Energy  Agency  in  November  of  2010,  the  global  production  of  crude  oil  from 
existing  oil  fields  likely  already  peaked  in  2006;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  United  States,  domestic  production  of  oil  and  natural  gas  has 
peaked  resulting  in  our  continued  dependence  on  fuels  imported  from  politically  unstable 
regions;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  and  its  inhabitants  are  reliant  on  fossil  fuel  energy;  84%  of 
the  energy  consumed  in  San  Francisco  comes  from  oil  and  natural  gas.  As  production  of  oil 
and  natural  gas  begin  to  decline,  San  Francisco  will  face  a  painful  adjustment  unless  it 
prepares  in  advance;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  most  Important  impacts  of  "Peak  Oil"  on  San  Francisco  will  be: 
fluctuations  in  energy  prices;  rising  food  prices;  possible  food  shortages;  damage  to  the 
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overall  local  economy;  spreading  poverty;  increasing  cost  of  travel  and  freight  particularly  air 
travel;  declining  city  government  revenue;  and  lower  level  of  economic  activity;  and 

WHEREAS,  Governmental  intervention  vj\\\  be  required  to  facilitate  the  transition  from 
reliance  on  oil  and  natural  gas  and  several  decades  of  lead  time  are  required  for  effective 
mitigation  and  transition,  so  it  is  prudent  and  beneficial  to  begin  preparations  now;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  challenges  of  reducing  our  overall  reliance  on  energy  from  fossil  fuels 
and  finding  new  sources  of  energy  are  so  enormous  that  they  will  require  an  array  of  adaptive 
strategies  at  every  level  of  government;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  thanks  the  members  of  the  Peak  Oil 
Preparedness  Task  Force  for  their  work;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  City  departments  to 
include  one  or  more  Peak  Oil  scenarios  in  their  plans  and  forecasts,  including  in  the

3.4.6  Continue  the  process  of  implementing  feed-in  tariffs. 

3.4.7  Develop  a  better  working  relationship  with  PG&E  to  administer  state  (CPUC) 
energy  efficiency  funds  in  an  effective  way  that  is  consistent  with  City  goals. 

3.4.8  Seek  ways  to  maximize  the  City's  influence  on  primary  energy  resource  decision- 
making. 

4.4.4  Expand  and  enforce  the  City's  own  policy  of  sourcing  locally  for  City  purchases. 

4.4.5  Resume  development  of  a  project  to  make  high-speed  Internet  available  to  all 
residents  throughout  the  city. 

4.4.6  Establish  local  venture  capital  and  micro-lending  funds. 

4.4.7  Revise  the  City's  business  tax  to  be  assessed  on  gross  receipts  as  it  used  to  be, 
and  to  be  progressive,  with  an  exemption  for  the  smallest  businesses. 

4.4.8  Look  for  new  revenue  sources  for  City  government  to  fund  the  transition  despite 
declining  revenues  from  current  sources:  Carbon  tax,  progressive  business  tax,  demand- 
sensitive  parking  fees,  city  vehicle  tax,  gasoline  tax  based  on  price  floor,  and  borrowing 
against  future  savings. 

5.4.1  Implement  a  "Buy  Local  First"  food  purchasing  policy  as  a  way  of  bolstering 
regional  food  production.  Public  institutions  should  seek  to  purchase  regionally  grown  food 
whenever  possible. 

5.4.3  Undertake  a  comprehensive  evaluation  of  public  parklands,  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Public  Works  (SFDPW)  rights-of-way,  and  SFPUC.  Port  Authority,  and  San 
Francisco  Housing  Authority  (SFHA)  properties  to  determine  what  vacant  parcels  can  be  used 
for  food  cultivation.

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  owns  a  stadium  located 
at  Candlestick  Point  commonly  referred  to  as  Candlestick  Park  (the  "Stadium");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  the  San  Francisco  Forty  NIners  Ltd  (the  "Forty  Niners")  have 
entered  into  a  Lease  dated  December  3,  1969,  as  amended  (the  "Lease"),  under  which  the 
Forty  Niners  uses  and  occupies  the  Stadium  for  the  exhibition  of  its  home  professional  football 
games.  The  Lease  currently  expires  on  May  31,  2013,  subject  to  the  option  of  the  Forty 
Niners  to  extend  the  term  of  the  Lease  for  up  to  two  additional  successive  five  year  periods, 
through  May  31,  2023;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  the  Forty  NIners  have  a  long-standing  dispute  over  the  City's 
maintenance  of  the  Stadium  under  the  Lease;  in  past  efforts  addressing  this  dispute,  the 
parties  entered  into  a  tolling  agreement  in  1998  (as  amended,  the  'Tolling  Agreement")  and  a 
series  of  six  rent  credit  agreements  (No.  1  dated  as  of  March  31 ,  2004,  No.  2  dated  as  of  May 
19,  2006,  No.  3  dated  as  of  April  1,  2007,  No.  4  dated  as  of  July  28,  2008,  No.  5  dated  as  of 
September  3,  2009,  and  No.  6  dated  as  of  August  19,  2010;  collectively,  the  "Rent  Credit 
Agreements").  Under  the  Tolling  Agreement,  the  parties  extended  the  deadline  for 
commencement  and  completion  of  arbitration  of  the  Forty  Niners'  claims  relating  to  the 
condition  of  the  Stadium  and  amended  the  Lease.

Resolution  declaring  January  30,  2011,  as  Fred  T,  Korematsu  Day  of  Civil  Liberties. 

WHEREAS,  The  struggle  for  civil  liberties  has  often  been  inspired  by  ordinary 
Americans  who  have  had  the  courage  to  stand  up  and  fight  for  their  Constitutional  rights;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  February  19,  1942  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  issued  Executive 
order  9066,  which,  through  orders  issued  by  Secretary  of  War  and  the  U.S.  Army,  authorized 
and  implemented  the  forced  removal  from  the  West  Coast  of  over  120,000  persons  of 
Japanese  descent  from  their  homes  to  American  concentration  camps  for  the  duration  of 
World  War  II;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Fred  T.  Korematsu  refused  to  comply  with  the  military  orders  issued  under 
Executive  Order  9066,  and  was  convicted  in  San  Francisco  federal  court  for  violating  military 
orders.  With  the  help  of  Ernest  Besig  of  the  ACLU,  Mr.  Korematsu  challenged  the 
constitutionality  of  his  conviction.  However,  in  December  1944,  the  U.S.  Supreme  court 
rejected  Mr.  Korematsu's  challenge,  upholding  the  constitutionality  of  the  internment  of  an 
ethnic  population  without  any  criminal  charges  or  disloyal  acts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  early  1980's,  researchers  discovered  evidence  that  the  government 
had  engaged  in  knowing  and  deliberate  fraud  on  the  courts  in  securing  Mr.  Korematsu's 
conviction.  This  included  fabrication  of  evidence  designed  to  show  that  the  military 
commander's  internment  decision  had  been  based  on  military  considerations  rather  than  race 
prejudice;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  10,  1983  at  the  federal  court  hearing  of  his  coram  nobis 
petition,  Mr.  Korematsu  addressed  the  Court  on  the  importance  of  his  case,  "As  an  American 
citizen  being  put  through  this  shame  and  embarrassment... we  can  never  forget  this  incident

WHEREAS,  On  January  15,  1998,  President  Clinton  awarded  Mr.  Korematsu  the 
Presidential  Medal  of  Freedom  in  recognition  of  his  advocacy  on  behalf  of  all  Americans  for 
our  constitutional  rights  and  liberties,  saying, "...  In  the  long  history  of  our  country's  constant 
search  for  justice,  some  names  of  ordinary  citizens  stand  for  millions  of  souls:  Plessy,  Brown, 
Parks.  To  that  distinguished  list,  today  we  add  the  name  of  Fred  Korematsu.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  the  rest  of  his  life,  until  his  passing  on  March  30,  2005,  Mr.  Korematsu 
devoted  himself  to  educating  the  American  public,  particularly  children  and  youth,  about  the 
history  of  internment  and  the  need  to  stand  up  for  rights  and  liberties  of  all  people;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  California  Assembly  and  State  Senate  both  unanimously  passed  AB 
1775,  the  Fred  Korematsu  Day  of  Civil  Liberties  and  the  Constitution,  and  Governor  Arnold 
Schwarzenegger  signed  this  bill  into  law  on  September  23,  2010:  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  January  30  Fred  T.  Korematsu

Resolution  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  vacate  portions  of  the 
public  right-of-way  below  and/or  above  Natoma  Street,  Minna  Street,  First  Street, 
Fremont  Street,  Beale  Street,  Harrison  Street,  Folsom  Street,  Clementina  Street, 
Tehama  Street,  Howard  Street,  Second  Street,  and  Oscar  Alley  within  the  Transit  Center 
Project  area;  and  setting  the  hearing  date  for  March  1,  2011  at  3:00  p.m.  for  all  persons 
interested  in  the  proposed  vacation  of  said  public  right-of-way  areas  and  public  service 
easements. 

WHEREAS,  This  vacation  proceeding  for  portions  of  the  public  right-of-way  below 
and/or  above  Natoma  Street,  Minna  Street,  First  Street,  Fremont  Street,  Beale  Street, 
Harrison  Street,  Folsom  Street,  Clementina  Street,  Tehama  Street,  Howard  Street,  Second 
Street,  and  Oscar  Alley  within  the  Transit  Center  Project  area  (collectively,  the  "Vacation 
Area"),  is  conducted  under  the  general  vacation  procedures  of  the  Public  Streets,  Highways 
and  Service  Easements  Vacation  Law  (California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  8300 
et  seq.);  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  787(a)  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Works  Code  provides  that  the 
street  vacation  procedures  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  and 
such  rules  and  conditions  as  are  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  location  and  extent  of  the  Vacation  Area  is  more  particularly  described 
on  the  Department  of  Public  Works'  draft  SUR  Map  Nos.  6009,  7009,  and  8009,  dated 
December  17,  2010,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  1 10017  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  vacation  of  the  Vacation  Area  is  necessary  for  the  Transbay  Joint 
Powers  Authority  ("TJPA")  to  construct  the  Transbay  Transit  Center  and  associated  bus 
ramps;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  15,  2004,  this  Board  approved  Motion  No.  M04-67  affirming  the 
Planning  Commission's  certification  of  the  final  environmental  impact  report  for  the  Transbay 
Tenninal/Caltrain  Downtown  Extension/Redevelopment  Project  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections 
21000  et  seq.)  A  copy  of  said  Motion  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  040629  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Resolution  No.  612-04.  adopted 
environmental  findings  in  relation  to  the  Transbay  Terminal,  Caltrain  Downtown  Extension, 
and  Transbay  Redevelopment  Plan.  Copies  of  said  Resolution  and  supporting  materials  are 
in  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  041079.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
Ordinance  No.  124-05,  as  part  of  its  adoption  of  the  Transbay  Redevelopment  Plan,  adopted 
additional  environmental  findings.  Copies  of  said  Ordinance  and  supporting  materials  are  in 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  050184.  Said  Resolution  and  Ordinance  and 
supporting  materials  are  incorporated  by  reference  herein  for  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance; 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  9,  2009,  the  TJPA  approved  Resolution  No.  09-019,  adopting  the 
Fifth  Addendum  to  the  Transbay  Terminal/Caltrain  Downtown  Extension/Redevelopment 
Project  FEIS/EIR  finding  that  the  proposed  vacation  of  the  Vacation  Area  will  not  trigger  the 
need  for  subsequent  environmental  review  pursuant  to  California  Public  Resources  Code 
section  21166  and  sections  15162  and  15163  of  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  A  copy  of  this 
Resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110017  and  is 
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incorporated  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts 
as  its  own  said  findings  pursuant  to  CEQA;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  August  5,  2010,  the  Planning  Connmission  adopted  Motion  No.  18159, 
making  findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and  the  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning 
Code  Section  101.1  for  the  actions  contemplated  herein,  A  copy  of  this  Motion  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110017  and  is  incorporated  by  reference  as 
though  fully  set  forth  herein.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  as  its  own  said  consistency 
findings;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  DPW  Order  No.  179,054,  dated  January  7,  2011,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW  Director")  determined:  (i)  the  Vacation  Area  is 
unnecessary  for  the  City's  present  or  prospective  public  street,  sidewalk,  and  service 
easement  purposes;  (ii)  conveyance  of  the  Vacation  Area  to  the  TJPA  for  a  sales  price  of 
$1 .00  will  further  a  proper  public  purpose,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  promoting  and 
facilitating  the  use  of  public  transportation,  as  confirmed  by  the  Director  of  the  Real  Estate 
Division;  (iii)  there  are  no  physical  public  or  private  utilities  affected  by  the  vacation  of  the 
Vacation  Area  except  as  stated  below;  (iv)  the  TJPA,  with  oversight  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  is  collaborating  with  utility  agencies  and  other  parties  for  the  relocation  of  these 
utilities;  and  (v)  the  vacation  is  subject  to  retention  of  certain  time-limited  rights  for  public  and 
private  utilities  as  described  further  herein,  A  copy  of  the  DPW  Order  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No,  110017  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  DPW  Director  further  recommends  that:  (1)  the  public  interest, 
convenience  and  necessity  require  that  the  City  reserve  and  except  from  the  vacation  non- 
exclusive easements  for  the  benefit  of  those  in-place  and  functioning  utilities,  including  City 
utilities,  PG&E,  IPN,  AT&T,  AT&T  Legacy  T,  Verizon,  TCG,  Qwest,  Comcast,  Level  3,  and 
AboveNet  facilities  utilities  and  facilities,  that  are  currently  located  within  the  Vacation  Area,  to 
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the  extent  necessary  to  maintain,  operate,  repair  and  remove  existing  lines  of  pipe,  conduits, 
cables,  wires,  poles,  and  other  convenient  structures,  equipment  and  fixtures  for  the  operation 
of  said  utilities,  together  with  reasonable  access  to  the  foregoing  utilities  and  facilities  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  above;  (2)  reservation  stated  herein  should  be  time-limited  because  said 
utilities  are  to  be  relocated  from  these  easement  locations;  (3)  the  TJPA  should  be 
responsible  for  relocating  the  City  utilities  and  facilities.  PG&E,  IPN,  AT&T,  AT&T  Legacy  T, 
Verizon,  TCG,  Qwest,  Comcast,  Level  3,  and  AboveNet  should  be  responsible  for  relocating 
their  own  utilities  and  facilities;  (4)  reserved  easements  for  the  City  utilities  should  expire  when 
the  TJPA  relocates  the  utility  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City;  and  (6)  reserved  easements  for 
PG&E,  IPN,  AT&T,  AT&T  Legacy  T,  Verizon,  TCG,  Qwest,  Comcast,  Level  3,  and  AboveNet 
should  expire  at  the  time  the  Department  of  Public  Works  grants  to  the  TJPA  a  general 
excavation  permit  to  undertake  pre-trench  work  at  the  location  of  the  subject  reserved 
easement(s);  and 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  this  vacation  action,  the  City  recognizes  that  private 
encroachments  permitted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  other  than  utilities  covered  in 
the  paragraph  above,  may  exist  within  the  Vacation  Area.  To  the  extent  that  such 
encroachments  are  incompatible  with  the  Transbay  Program,  the  DPW  Director  recommends 
that  the  City  should:  (1)  take  the  necessary  steps,  consistent  with  the  law,  to  revoke 
permission  for  those  encroachments  and  (2)  reserve  and  except  from  the  vacation  any  private 
encroachment  rights  that  have  been  validly  permitted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  as  of 
the  date  of  the  accompanying  Street  Vacation  Ordinance,  until  such  permission  is  revoked  by 
the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  DPW  Director  also  recommends  that  the  public  interest,  convenience, 
and  necessity  require  that,  except  as  specifically  provided  above,  no  other  easements  or  other 
rights  should  be  reserved  for  any  public  or  private  utilities  or  facilities  that  are  in  place  in  such 
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Vacation  Area  and  that  any  rights  based  upon  any  such  public  or  private  utilities  or  facilities 
should  be  extinguished;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  DPW  Director  also  recommends  that  the  vacation  of  the  Vacation 
Area  should  be  conditioned  upon  the  following  restrictions:  (i)  that  the  property  can  be  used 
only  for  the  Transbay  Transit  Center  or  related  bus  ramps  and  rail  extensions;  (ii)  the  property 
cannot  be  conveyed  to  another  party  for  another  use,  provided,  however,  that  the  TJPA  may 
convey  the  property  to  another  governmental  entity  if  the  transferee  would  own  and  operate 
the  Transit  Center  or  related  bus  ramps  and  rail  extensions;  and  (iii)  if  the  TJPA  abandons  the 
use,  or  never  completes  construction  of  any  portion  of  the  Transit  Center  or  its  bus  ramps,  the 
associated  vacated  areas  will  automatically  revert  back  to  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  in  fee  simple;  and  (iv)  that  the  TJPA  shall  retain  6  to  1 1  feet  of  public  right-of-way 
width  (depending  on  location)  vacated  on  First  and  Fremont  Streets  as  public  sidewalk  expect 
for  limited  areas  around  the  base  of  the  Transit  Center  basket  columns  where  small  barriers 
will  be  installed  to  protect  pedestrians  and  the  columns;  and 

WHEREAS,  Subject  to  the  conditions  specified  in  this  Resolution,  none  of  the  Vacation 
Area  is  necessary  for  present  or  prospective  public  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Section  892,  the  DPW 
Director  also  finds  that  the  Vacation  Area  is  inaccessible  to  non-motorized  transportation,  and 
therefore  has  no  use  for  a  non-motorized  transportation  facility;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  under  California  Streets  and  Highway  Code  Sections  8320  et  seq., 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  that  it  intends  to  order  the  vacation  of  the  Vacation 
Area,  as  shown  on  draft  SUR  Map  Nos.  6009,  7009,  and  8009,  and  adopt  the 
recommendations  of  the  DPW  Director;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  notice  is  hereby  given  that  on  the  1st  day  of 
March,  2011,  beginning  at  approximately  3:00  P.M.  in  the  Legislative  Chambers  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  all  persons  interested  in  or  objecting  to  the  proposed  vacation  will  be  heard; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
to  transmit  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  a  certified  copy  of  this  Resolution,  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  publish  and  post  this  Resolution 
promptly  in  the  manner  required  by  lav^  and  to  give  notice  of  the  hearing  of  such  contemplated 
action  in  the  manner  required  by  law.

[Settlement  of  Potential  Litigation  -  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Bonds  -  City  Assurance  to 
Seek  Appropriation  for  Bonds  -  $120,400,000] 


Resolution  approving  the  settlement  of  potential  litigation  involving  the  restructuring  of 
the  $120,400,000  California  Infrastructure  and  Economic  Development  Bank  Variable 
Rate  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  2005  (Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  of  San  Francisco) 
(2005  Bonds)  through  the  execution  of  a  Settlement  Agreement  by  and  among  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  of  San  Francisco, 
JPMorgan  Chase  Banl<,  National  Association,  MBIA  Insurance  Corporation,  National 
Public  Finance  Guarantee  Corporation  and  The  Bank  of  New  York  Mellon  Trust 
Company  N.A.,  including,  among  other  matters,  the  form  of  the  Assurance  Agreement 
under  which  the  City  will  support  repayment  of  the  2005  Bonds,  and  other  additional 
material  terms  of  such  settlement. 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  of  San  Francisco  ("Museum")  houses  one  of  the 
most  important  collections  of  Asian  art  not  just  in  the  United  States  but  in  the  western  world, 
and  averages  over  300,000  visitors  a  year  and  in  addition  to  its  exceptional  public  art 
exhibitions,  the  Museum  plays  an  instrumental  role  in  Asian  art  scholarship,  conservation,  and 
education  directly  and  through  its  Research  Institute  for  Asian  Art,  as  well  as  public  education 
programs  for  children,  adults,  and  Asian  art  scholars;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  is  a  charitable  trust  department  of  the  City,  and  the 
City,  through  its  Asian  Art  Commission  (the  "Commission"),  serves  as  trustee  of  Museum 
charitable  trust  assets  and  oversees  the  development  and  administration  of  the  Museum 
and  controlling  and  managing  the  City's  Asian  art  collection  (S.F.  Charter  Sections  5.100  - 
5.101,  5.104);  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  owns  the  Museum  building  and  the  Museum's  collection;  and, 
WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  of  San  Francisco  ("Borrower")  is  a 

private  501(c)(3)  charitable  organization  that  exists  for  the  sole  purpose  of  supporting  the 

Museum;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  20,  2003,  the  Museum  relocated  from  Golden  Gate  Park  to  its 
present  location  in  Civic  Center,  after  having  completed  a  rehabilitation  and  adaptive  reuse  of 
San  Francisco's  former  main  library  building;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  rehabilitation  of  the  Museum  building  was  financed  through  a 
combination  of  public  and  private  financing,  consisting  of  $41 ,730,000  in  City  General 
Obligation  Bonds,  and  $107,445,000  of  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  2000  (Asian  Art  Museum 
Foundation  of  San  Francisco)  (the  "2000  Bonds")  that  the  Borrower  caused  to  be  issued;  and, 

WHEREAS.  In  2005,  the  Borrower  refinanced  the  2000  Bonds  by  issuing  $120,400,000 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  Variable  Rate  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  2005  (Asian  Art  Museum 
Foundation  of  San  Francisco)  (the  "2005  Bonds")  through  the  California  Infrastructure  and 
Economic  Development  Bank  (the  "Issuer"),  which  bond  obligations  were  insured  by  MBIA 
Insurance  Corporation  ("MBIA")  (as  further  described  below);  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2009,  the  Borrower  further  caused  a  restructuring  of  the  2005  Bonds 
under  the  terms  of  that  certain  Amended  and  Restated  Indenture  dated  as  of  December  1, 
2009  (the  "Indenture"),  between  the  Issuer  and  The  Bank  of  New  York  Mellon  Trust  Company 
N.A.  ("Trustee")  due  to,  among  other  factors,  the  rating  downgrade  of  MBIA  (the  "Existing 
Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  a  restructuring  of  the  Existing  Bonds,  the  Borrower  and 
JP  Morgan  Chase  Bank  (the  "Bank")  entered  into  a  Reimbursement  Agreement  dated  as  of 
December  1,  2009  (the  "Reimbursement  Agreement"),  under  which  the  Bank  issued  its

WHEREAS,  MBIA  issued  its  Financial  Guaranty  Insurance  Policy  No.  45667(1)  on 
February  3,  2005,  to  guarantee  the  scheduled  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds  as  and  when  due  under  the  terms  of  the  Indenture,  as  endorsed  and  supplemented 
(collectively,  the  "Policy"),  and  under  the  Amended  and  Restated  Quota  Share  Reinsurance 
Agreement,  effective  January  1,  2009  (the  "Reinsurance  Agreement"),  between  MBIA  and 
National  Public  Finance  Guarantee  Corporation  ("National"),  National  agreed  to  reinsure  the 
obligations  of  MBIA  under  the  Policy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Borrower  executed  an  interest  rate  swap  with  the  Bank,  as  Swap 
Counterparty,  as  further  set  forth  in  that  certain  International  Swaps  and  Derivatives 
Association  ("ISDA")  Master  Agreement  dated  as  of  January  27,  2005,  together  with  the 
Schedule  of  ISDA  Master  Agreement  and  Credit  Support  Annex  and  Confirmation,  each  dated 
as  of  January  27,  2005,  as  amended  by  the  Amendment  Agreement  dated  as  of  December 
22,  2009  (collectively,  the  "Swap");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Events  of  Default  have  occurred  and  are  continuing  on  the  part  of  the 
Borrower  under  the  Reimbursement  Agreement,  the  Amended  and  Restated  Loan  Agreement 
dated  as  of  December  1,  2009,  between  the  Borrower  and  the  Issuer,  and  the  Insurance  and 
Reimbursement  Agreement  dated  as  of  February  1 ,  2005,  as  amended,  between  the 
Borrower  and  the  Bond  Insurer;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Letter  of  Credit  expired  by  its  terms  on  December  21,  2010,  and  as

WHEREAS,  Potential  litigation  exists  among  the  City,  the  Borrower,  the  Bank,  MBIA, 
National  and  The  Bank  of  New  York  Mellon  Trust  Company,  N.A.,  as  trustee,  involving  the 
Existing  Bonds,  the  Swap,  the  Policy,  the  Letter  of  Credit  and  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the 
parties  under  those  agreements  and  instruments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  parties  now  wish  to  fully  and  finally  resolve  their  current  disputes  and 
potential  claims,  lawsuits,  rights  and  remedies  involving  the  Existing  Bonds  (collectively,  the 
"Disputes"),  by  providing  for  a  work-out  solution  to  address  the  Borrower's  current  financial 
situation  that  in  accordance  with  that  certain  Term  Sheet  attached  as  Exhibit  B  to  the 
Settlement  Agreement  (as  described  below),  which  requires  that:  (i)  the  Bank,  the  Borrower, 
the  Trustee,  MBIA  and  National  execute  and  deliver  a  Policy  Termination  and  Release

"Settlement  Agreement");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Settlement  Agreement  includes  a  form  of  Assurance  Agreement 
under  which  the  City  agrees  that,  upon  a  failure  or  prospective  failure  by  the  Borrower  to  pay 
the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Loan  Facility  as  and  when  due,  the  Controller  shall  have  the

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Resolutions  Nos.  733-04  and 
235-07  approved  such  swap  transactions  and  the  forms  of  certain  documents  relating 
thereto,  and  the  Airport  Commission  thereafter  executed  such  transactions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Airport  Commission,  on  Octobers,  2010,  duly  adopted 
its  Resolution  No.  10-0307  (the  "Omnibus  Resolution"),  authorizing  the  issuance  of  an 
additional  $1.6  billion  of  Refunding  Bonds,  and  the  Airport  Commission  now  seeks 
approval  from  this  Board  to  issue  such  additional  Refunding  Bonds  In  order  to  refund 
additional  outstanding  Bonds  and  Subordinate  Bonds  for  significant  debt  service 
savings  and  for  other  purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Airport  Commission's  Omnibus  Resolution  authorized 
$125  million  of  additional  Special  Facilities  Bonds  to  finance  and  refinance  the  Airport's 
fuel  storage  and  delivery  system,  and  the  Airport  Commission  now  seeks  approval  from 
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this  Board  to  issue  such  additional  Special  Facilities  Bonds  in  order  to  refund  the 
outstanding  Special  Facilities  Bonds  for  debt  service  savings  and  for  other  purposes;

WHEREAS,  The  Airport  Commission,  by  its  Resolution  No.  10-316,  duly 
adopted  on  October  26,  2010  (the  "Index  Rate  Resolution"),  approved  certain 
amendments  to  the  1991  Resolution,  including  in  particular  the  addition  of  a  new 
variable  index  rate  mode  for  the  Airport's  Variable  Rate  Bonds  which  does  not  require 
credit  or  liquidity  support  from  commercial  banks;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Section  4.115  of  the  Charter  provides  that  the  Airport 
Commission  has  the  exclusive  authority  to  plan  and  issue  airport  revenue  bonds  for 
airport-related  purposes,  subject  to  the  approval,  amendment,  or  rejection  of  this  Board 
of  each  issue;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  2.62  of  the  Administrative  Code  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  provides  that  such  revenue  bonds  shall  bear  a  rate  of  interest 
not  to  exceed  that  which  may  be  fixed  and  prescribed  by  the  Airport  Commission, 
subject  to  the  approval  or  rejection  of  this  Board;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Omnibus  Resolution  and  the  Index  Rate  Resolution  and 
certain  of  the  agreements  authorized  and  approved  thereby  have  been  submitted  to 
this  Board  and  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  101579  .  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Airport  Bonds  may  qualify  for  exclusion 
from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes  under  Section  103(a)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code")  only  if  such  Airport  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  Airport  Bonds  for 
purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  notice  of  public  hearing  with  respect  to  the  Airport  Bonds 
to  be  issued  by  the  Airport  Commission  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  issuance  by  the  Airport  Commission  of 
Refunding  Bonds  in  an  additional  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $1.6 
billion,  and  Special  Facilities  Bonds  in  an  additional  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $125  million  are  hereby  approved  in  accordance  with  Section  4.115  of  the 
Charter;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Omnibus  Resolution  and  the  Index 
Rate  Resolution,  and  the  terms  and  provisions  thereof,  as  adopted  by  the  Airport 
Commission,  are  hereby  approved;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  following  maximum  interest  rates  are 
hereby  approved  for  the  Airport  Bonds:  (a)  twelve  percent  (12%)  for  tax-exempt  Airport 
Bonds  that  bear  interest  at  a  rate  that  is  fixed  to  maturity,  (b)  sixteen  percent  (16%)  for

o       Letter  of  Credit  Reimbursement  Agreements; 

o       Bond  reserve  fund  policy  reimbursement  agreements; 

o       Amended  or  Replacement  Swap  Agreements; 

o       Forward  Purchase  and  Sale  Agreements; 

o       Trust  Agreements  (with  respect  to  Special  Facilities  Bonds);  and 

o  Certain  amendments  to  the  Fuel  System  Lease  Agreement  as  set 
forth  in  the  Omnibus  Resolution;  and,  be  it

[Opposing  Proposed  Changes  to  the  FY201 1-2012  California  State  Budget  to  Eliminate 
Redevelopment  Agencies] 

Resolution  opposing  current  proposed  changes  to  the  FY2011-2012  California  State 
Budget  to  eliminate  Redevelopment  Agencies,  urging  Governor  Brown  and  the  State 
Legislature  to  retain  the  existing  authority  of  Redevelopment  Agencies  as  needed  to 
alleviate  blight  particularly  in  disadvantage  neighborhoods,  produce  jobs,  build  public 
infrastructure,  promote  urban  infill  in  furtherance  of  SB  375  and  fund  affordable 
housing  development,  and  further  urging  Governor  Brown  and  the  State  Legislature  to 
work  with  local  governments  to  explore  other  alternatives  to  solve  the  state's  fiscal 
crisis. 


WHEREAS,  Governor  Brown  released  his  proposed  2011-12  budget  package  on 
January  10,  2011  and  proposed,  among  other  things,  to  repeal  the  authority  of  local 
jurisdictions,  such  as  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"),  to  maintain  a 
redevelopment  agency  with  the  authority  to  use  property  tax  increment  financing,  and  other 
tools  to  alleviate  blight  in  areas  designated  in  locally  adopted  redevelopment  plans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
(the  "Agency")  is  a  local  governmental  entity  authorized  pursuant  to  the  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Law,  Health  and  Safety  Codes  Sections  33000  et  seq.  ("CRL"),  and 
established  by  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board  of  Supervisors")  pursuant  to 
Chapter  24  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  CRL  requires  the  Agency  to  focus  its  redevelopment  activities  on  the 
planning,  development,  reconstruction,  and  rehabilitation  of  physical  improvements  in  blighted 
urban  areas  and  on  providing  residential,  commercial,  industrial,  public  and  other  structures  or 

spaces,  including  the  development  and  preservation  of  permanent  affordable  housing;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  the  Agency  plays  a  critical  role  in  alleviating  physical 
and  economic  blight  in  disadvantaged  neighborhoods  because  the  Agency  provides  the  City 
with  unique  economic  development  tools,  including  tax  increment  financing  whereby  the 
Agency,  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  approval,  issues  bonds  to  pay  for  capital 
improvements  and  affordable  housing  that  are  repaid  from  a  portion  of  new  property  taxes 
generated  in  the  previously-blighted  redevelopment  project  areas  and  that  would  not  exist  but 
for  the  use  of  redevelopment  powers  ("Redevelopment  Agency  Funds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  recent  years,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved,  with  significant 
community  involvement  and  support,  a  number  of  redevelopment  plans  providing  for 
important  projects  to  regenerate  the  City's  economy,  produce  jobs,  improve  public 
infrastructure,  revitalize  disadvantaged  neighborhoods,  promote  smart  growth,  and  develop 
critically  needed  affordable  housing,  including: 

•  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard,  Ordinance  No.  285-97  (July 
14,  1997),  as  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  211-10  (Aug.  3,  2010),  which,  consistent 
with  an  ordinance  approved  by  San  Francisco  voters  and  with  federal  legislation, 
provides  for  development  of  a  major  mixed-use  project  to  revitalize  a  military  base  that 
the  federal  government  closed  decades  ago,  causing  the  loss  of  thousands  of  jobs  in 
the  community  and  leaving  land  and  structures  in  need  of  environmental  clean  up, 
which  redevelopment  plan,  in  conjunction  with  amendments  to  the  Bayview  Hunters 
Point  Redevelopment  Plan,  will  produce  hundreds  of  acres  of  new  open  space, 
thousands  of  units  of  market-rate  and  below  market-rate  housing,  extensive  job- 
generating  retail  and  research  and  development  space,  and  permanent  space  for  the 
existing  Shipyard  artists  community; 

•  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Redevelopment  Project, 
Ordinance  No.  113-06  (June  1,  2006),  as  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  210-10  (Aug. 3, 
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2010),  which  provides  for  a  variety  of  projects  and  activities  to  alleviate  blighting 
conditions  in  approximately  1,360  acres  of  southeastern  San  Francisco,  including, 
again  consistent  with  a  voter  approved  ordinance,  development  at  Candlestick  Point 
and  the  rebuilding  of  the  Alice  Griffith  Public  Housing  site; 

•  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Visitacion  Valley  Redevelopment  Project,  Ordinance 
No.  70-09  (May  8,  2009),  which  will  create  a  new  mixed-  use,  transit  village  on  the 
former  Schlage  Lock  Site,  a  contaminated  site  undergoing  remediation,  through  the 
development  of  1,250  housing  units,  25  percent  of  which  will  be  affordable,  together 
with  parks  and  retail  space; 

•  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Transbay  Redevelopment  Project  Area,  Ordinance 
No.  124-05  (June  23,  2005)  and  No.  99-06  (May  19,  2006) ,  which  in  furtherance  of 
the  transfer  of  property  from  the  State  comprising  the  former  transbay  terminal  site,  is 
necessary  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  a  new  Transbay  Terminal,  including  the 
terminus  of  the  State's  planned  high  speed  rail  line  and  region  serving  bus  terminal, 
and  the  development  of  high-density,  transit-oriented  residential  projects  consisting  of 
3,400  units  of  which  approximately  1,200  would  be  affordable  units; 

•  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  South  of  Market  Project  Area,  Ordinance  No.  276-05 
(Dec.  16,  2005),  which  is  revitalizing  Sixth  Street  and  surrounding  areas  through 
investment  in  affordable  housing,  small  businesses,  and  public  improvements;  and 

•  the  Redevelopment  Plans  for  the  Mission  Bay  North  and  South  Redevelopment 
Projects,  Ordinance  Nos.  327-98  (Oct.  26,  1998)  and  335-98  (Nov.  2,  1998,  which, 
consistent  with  State  legislation,  is  in  the  process  of  redeveloping  over  300  acres  of 
former  railroad  yards  into  6,000  housing  units  of  which  30  percent  will  be  affordable 
(and  of  which  already  over  3,100  new  homes,  and  674  affordable  units  have  already 
been  built),  4.5  million  square  feet  of  biotechnology  and  office  space,  a  medical 
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research  campus  for  the  University  of  California  at  San  Francisco  on  43  acres 
donated  by  the  City  and  a  private  developer  for  that  purpose,  a  new  UCSF  hospital, 
and  extensive  public  parks  and  open  space;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  redevelopment  plans  described  above  are  thirty  year  plans,  are  in 
varying  stages  of  implementation  and  are  using  or  contemplate  the  use  of  a  portion  of 
property  tax  increment  to  leverage  many  more  dollars  of  private  investment,  but  none  of  the 
plans  are  close  to  completion  and  most  are  in  their  early  stages  of  development;  these  plans 
are  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Active  Redevelopment  Plans;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Completion  of  the  Active  Redevelopment  Plans  and  the  associated  public 
benefits  depends  on  the  Agency's  exercise  of  authority  granted  by  the  state  legislature  in  the 
CRL  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  local  legislation  approving  the  plans,  including  the 
use  of  Redevelopment  Agency  Funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Each  of  the  Active  Redevelopment  Plans  requires  the  construction  and 
rehabilitation  of  a  significant  amount  of  affordable  housing  that  far  exceeds  the  state  law 
standards,  that  makes  the  Agency  the  primary  local  funder  of  affordable  housing  development 
in  the  City,  and  that  is  consistent  with  the  Board  of  Supen/isors'  policy  of  devoting  over  fifty 
percent  (50%)  of  Redevelopment  Agency  Funds  for  affordable  housing.  Resolution  No.  427- 
05  (June  10,  2005)  ("Project  Area  Affordable  Housing");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  Agency  are  currently  engaged  in  community  based  planning 
processes  for  future  redevelopment  project  areas,  including  the  economic  conversion  former 
Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  and  the  revitalization  of  Mid-Market  Street;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1997  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  ("TIDA")  was  formed  in 
accordance  with  State  legislation  to  advance  the  reuse  of  the  closed  military  base  known  as 
Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  and  current  plans  for  the  site  include  the  creation  of  8,000  units 
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of  housing  with  30%  of  them  offered  at  affordable  rates,  300  acres  of  parks  and  open  space 
and  thousands  of  square  feet  of  new  retail  and  commercial  office  space;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  embarked  on  an  aggressive  program  to  redevelop  its  most 
distressed  public  housing  developments  ("HOPE  SF")  and  Redevelopment  Agency  Funding  is 
a  necessary  component  of  the  financing  for  the  first  two  projects.  Hunters  View  and  Alice 
Griffith,  consisting  of  493  and  504  units,  respectively  ("HOPE  SF  Housing");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  tools  of  redevelopment  are  critical  to  focusing  both  public  and  private 
investment  into  the  local  economy,  such  that  Agency  actions  led  to  the  creation  of  over  3,000 
construction  jobs  in  San  Francisco  in  2010  and  $293  million  in  construction  activity.  The 
agency  expects  its  projects  will  create  an  additional  3,000  construction  jobs  in  201 1 . 
Additionally,  public  infrastructure  improvements  supported  by  tax  increment  financing  and 
planned  for  201 1,  including  roadways  and  parks,  total  more  than  $50  million;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  has  over  1 ,400  units  of  affordable  housing  in  the  planning  or 
pre-development  stages  in  201 1  alone,  which  will  serve  almost  4,200  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  also  approved,  as  authorized  under 
Sections  33333.7  (Senate  Bill  No.  2113)  and  33333.8  of  the  CRL,  the  continuing  use  of 
Redevelopment  Agency  Funds  from  expired  project  areas  for  the  sole  purpose  of  creating 
new  affordable  housing  units  that  would  replace  the  approximately  7,000  affordable  units 
destroyed  in  the  1960's  and  early  1970's,  Ordinance  No.  256-09  (Dec.  30,  2009)  (Yerba 
Buena  Center).  No.  316-08  (Dec.  19,  2008)  (Western  Addition  A-2),  No.  15-05  (Jan.  21,  2005) 
(Golden  Gateway,  Hunters  Point,  and  India  Basin)  ("SB  2113  Replacement  Housing");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency's  Project  Area  Affordable  Housing,  HOPE  SF  Housing,  and 
SB  2113  Replacement  Housing  are  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Affordable  Housing 
Program";  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  implementation  of  Active  Redevelopment  Plans,  completion  of 
associated  public  benefits,  the  Affordable  Housing  Program  and  the  creation  of  new 
redevelopment  project  areas  to  convert  closed  military  bases  and  otherwise  address  blight  are 
at  grave  risk  if  the  authority  granted  to  redevelopment  agencies  is  repealed  as  currently 
proposed  by  the  Governor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  faces  a  budget  shortfall  of  over  $25  billion  in  the 
current  and  next  fiscal  years  and  the  Governor  has  proposed  drastic  reductions  in  a  number 
of  state-funded  programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SB  375  (Chapter  728,  Statutes  of  2008)  is  a  key  piece  of  California's 
efforts  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions  in  accordance  with  the  State's  landmark  AB  32 
(California  Global  Warming  Solutions  Act  of  2006)  legislation,  which  was  recently  affirmed  by 
California  voters  in  defeating  an  initiative  to  overturn  AB  32,  and  which  provides  for  the 
development  of  regional  sustainable  communities  plans  to  promote  urban  infill  development 
and  reduce  vehicle  miles  travelled;  and, 

WHEREAS,  With  the  end  of  the  federal  stimulus  program  fast  approaching  and  with 
other  substantial  reductions  in  other  state  or  federal  grant  funding,  property  tax  increment 
financing  is  one  of  the  only  tools  that  the  City  and  other  local  governments  have  to  fund 
necessary  public  infrastructure  improvements  in  blighted  urban  areas  without  raising  taxes; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Governor's  proposal  will  harm  local  economic  development  and 
community  based  planning  efforts,  and  jeopardize  the  City's  ability  to  leverage  the  investment 
of  private  capital  and  Federal  and  State  grant  funds  in  the  City's  disadvantaged 
neighborhoods;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Governor's  proposal  will  eliminate  a  key  tool  the  City  has  successfully 
used  to  advance  the  creation  of  transit-oriented  development,  affordable  housing, 
infrastructure,  parks  and  open  space  and  other  public  benefits,  as  demonstrated  in  the  Active 
Redevelopment  Plans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  alternatives  to  the  repeal  of  redevelopment  agency  authority 
that  would  provide  additional  funds  to  help  the  Governor  and  State  Legislature  address  the 
fiscal  crisis,  including  possibly  giving  counties  and  taxing  entities  a  larger  role  in  the  allocation 
of  tax  increment,  while  still  allowing  local  redevelopment  agencies  to  implement  the  Active 
Redevelopment  Plans  and  Affordable  Housing  Program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  the  grave  harm  that  City  would  face  if  the  authority  of 
redevelopment  agencies  is  repealed,  any  successor  entities  must  have  sufficient  authority  and 
resources  to  fulfill  all  of  the  indebtedness  incurred  and  contractual  obligations  and 
commitments  made  under  existing  redevelopment  plans  to  local  communities  in  the  Active 
Redevelopment  Plans  and  the  Affordable  Housing  Program;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes  the  vital  role  of  redevelopment 
under  the  CRL,  particularly  through  the  use  of  property  tax  increment  financing,  in  creating 
affordable  housing,  generating  jobs,  promoting  urban  infill  in  furtherance  of  SB  375,  improving 
public  infrastructure,  alleviating  blight  and  reusing  former  military  bases  to  enhance  the  quality 
of  life  for  residents  of  the  City  and  provide  public  benefits  for  residents,  the  region  and  the 
State;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  opposes  the  current  201 1-12 
budget  proposal  to  eliminate  local  redevelopment  agencies  and  urges  Governor  Brown  and 
the  State  Legislature  to  retain  the  authority  of  redevelopment  agencies  as  needed  to  alleviate 
physical  and  economic  blight;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  Governor  Brown  and  the 
State  Legislature  to  work  with  cities  and  redevelopment  agencies  to  explore  alternative  budget 
proposals  that  may  involve  other  changes  in  the  tax  allocation  process  or  contributions  to 
assist  in  the  State's  current  fiscal  crisis;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  Governor  Brown  and  the 
State  Legislature,  to  ensure  at  a  minimum  that  if  despite  the  harm  to  local  government  that  will 
occur  if  redevelopment  agencies  are  eliminated,  any  successor  entities  to  redevelopment 
agencies  have  sufficient  authority  and  resources,  including  the  ability  to  incur  new 
indebtedness  and  to  fulfill  contractual  obligations  and  commitments  under  existing 
redevelopment  plans  that  have  been  made  to  local  communities,  including  those  in  the  Active 
Redevelopment  Plans  and  the  Affordable  Housing  Program,  and  under  existing  or  proposed 
plans  to  convert  closed  military  bases,  such  as  former  Treasure  Island  Naval  Base,  or  to  help 
construct  major  components  of  regional  and  state  transportation  infrastructure,  such  as  the 
Transbay  Redevelopment  Project  Area.

Lot  16  (the  "Exception  Properties"),  listed  by  their  block  and  lot 
numbers,  common  names,  and  street  addresses  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  110002,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  motion  as  if  set 
forth  fully  herein,  and  as  such  require  further  investigation  by  the  Director  of  Property  prior  to 
transferring  legal  title  to  the  School  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  School  District  in  1984  conveyed  by  quitclaim  deed  to  the  City  five 
parcels  (the  "City  Properties"),  which  hold  the  following  City  facilities:  the  Richmond  Police 
Station  and  Arguello  Mini  Park  (Lot  7,  Block  1538);  the  Taraval  Police  Station  (portion  of  Lot  2, 
Block  2353);  the  old  Potrero  Police  Station  (portion  of  Lot  1,  Block  4108);  Fire  Station  No.  31 
(Lot  7,  Block  1 532);  and  the  former  Juvenile  Hall  at  1 50  Otis  Street  (portion  of  Lot  7,  Block 
3515)  ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  1984  quitclaim  deed,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  110002,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  motion  as  if  set

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  proposed  project  for  the  property  at  150  Otis  Street,  which 
would  include  the  adaptive  rehabilitation  of  an  existing  city  landmarked,  federal  historically 
significant  building  into  service  space  and  76  studio  units  (including  1  manager's  unit)  of 
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affordable  rental  housing  of  which  75  units  will  be  targeted  to  homeless  veterans  (the  "150 
Otis  Street  Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  288-10  approved  on  June  29,  2010,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  has  already  authorized  the  City  to  enter  into  a  long  term  ground  lease  of  150  Otis

WHEREAS,  the  School  District's  reversionary  interest  in  150  Otis  Street  could  prevent 
the  150  Otis  Street  Lease  from  becoming  effective,  and  in  turn  could  prevent  the  150  Otis 
Street  Project  from  commencing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  1012-14Sp1  approved  on  December  14,  2010,  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110002,  and  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  part  of  this  motion  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education 
authorized  the  School  District  to  execute  a  quitclaim  for  the  City  Properties  and  to  accept  a 
quitclaim  deed  for  the  School  Properties,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110002  (the  "School  Quitclaim");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Property  and  the  School  District  have  agreed  upon  a  form 
of  quitclaim  deed  for  the  School  Properties  which  retains  certain  easement  rights  for  the  City, 
a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 10002  (the 
"City  Quitclaim");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  circumstances,  any  interest  the  City  has  in  the  School 
Properties  is  of  no  value  to  the  City  and  any  interest  the  School  District  has  in  the  City

Resolution  urging  the  San  Francisco  !\/lunicipal  Transportation  Agency  to  adopt 
changes  to  the  Youth  Lifeline  Discount  Fast  Pass  Program  for  qualified  low-income 
youth. 

WHEREAS,  A  majority  of  San  Francisco's  public  school  students  depend  on  MUNI  to 
travel  between  their  homes  and  schools;  and 

WHEREAS.  The  Fall  2008  YouthVote  Student  Survey  found  that,  of  the  8,256  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  (SFUSD)  high  school  students  surveyed,  nearly  seventy 
percent  (69.3%)  use  some  form  of  public  transportation  to  get  to  school,  and  over  forty 
percent  (44.2%)  of  respondents  took  more  than  one  train  or  bus  to  get  to  school;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  significant  portion  of  San  Francisco's  public  school  students  are  low- 
income.  In  the  2008-2009  school  year,  21,951  students  or  39.7%  of  the  student  population 
qualified  for  free  lunch  and  8,059  students  or  14.6%  of  the  student  population  qualified  for 
reduced  lunch;  and 

WHEREAS,  Students  that  qualify  for  free  lunch  live  in  households  with  incomes  at  or 
below  130%  of  the  poverty  line  ($28,665  a  year  for  a  family  of  four);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  price  of  the  MUNI  Youth  Fast  Pass  recently  increased  100%,  rising 
from  $10  per  month  in  May  2009  to  $20  per  month  in  May  2010;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  passed  Resolution  100408  on 
April  6,  2010  urging  the  SFMTA  to  create  a  Youth  Lifeline  Discount  Fast  Pass  Program  for 
qualified  low-income  youth,  and  that  the  SFMTA  work  in  conjunction  with  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  (SFUSD)  to  implement  the  program;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  April  20,  2010,  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  approved  a  budget  that 
funded  12,000  discounted  youth  passes  per  month  to  homeless  and  low-income  youth  for 
Fiscal  Year  201 1  and  2012  and  Fiscal  Year  2011-2012,  and  authorized  the  SFMTA  to  provide

WHEREAS,  SFUSD  has  faced  several  challenges  to  implementing  the  distribution  of 
these  passes,  including  making  sales  of  the  discounted  pass  accessible  to  students  across

[Urging  the  California  State  Legislature  and  the  Governor  to  Enact  SB  223] 

Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  and  the  Governor  to  enact  SB  223  to 
allow  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  any  county  to  ask  voters  to  consider  restoring  its 
vehicle  license  fee  to  the  1948-1998  level,  giving  voters  the  opportunity  to  preserve 
local  services,  public  transportation,  and  critical  programs. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  facing  a  projected  budget  deficit 
of  $380  million  for  the  2012  fiscal  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  budget  deficit  will  require  difficult  decisions  about  whether  and  how  to 
preserve  important  local  services  and  programs,  such  as  funding  for  transportation,  fire  and 
police  protection,  public  health,  and  children,  youth  and  families;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  agrees  with  Governor  Jerry  Brown 
that  California  voters  should  have  a  say  in  the  state's  fiscal  future;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  voters  deserve  to  have  the  opportunity  to  make  important 
decisions  about  how  to  address  our  local  budget  deficit,  but  state  law  currently  limits  voters' 
ability  to  determine  the  level  at  which  vehicle  license  fees  are  set;  and, 

WHEREAS,  From  1948  to  1998,  the  vehicle  license  fee  on  vehicles  registered  in  San 
Francisco  was  set  at  two  percent  of  a  vehicle's  market  value,  but  under  Governor 
Schwarzenegger,  that  fee  was  reduced  to  1 .15  percent  and  is  set  to  decrease  further  to  .65 
percent  later  this  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  decrease  in  vehicle  license  fees  has  resulted  in  a  $6  billion  reduction 
in  funding  for  critical  local  government  programs  and  services  each  year;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Counties  should  have  the  ability  to  decide  for  themselves  whether  to  use 
vehicle  license  fees  as  a  part  of  a  comprehensive  solution  to  the  current  local  government 
budget  crises;  and, 

WHEREAS,  State  Senator  Mark  Leno  (D-San  Francisco)  has  introduced  legislation  in 
the  California  State  Senate  that  would  give  counties  the  option  to  add  a  Voter  Approved  Local 
Assessment  (VAI_A)  to  the  vehicle  license  fee  should  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approve  it  with 
a  two-thirds  vote  and  the  voters  approve  it  with  a  majority  vote;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SB  223  would  cap  the  total  cost  of  any  county's  vehicle  license  fee  at  two 
percent  of  the  market  value  of  the  vehicle,  which  is  the  same  rate  that  the  State  of  California 
established  for  nearly  fifty  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  If  San  Francisco  chooses  to  use  this  VALA  option  at  a  rate  of  .85  percent, 
for  example,  it  is  estimated  that  approximately  $44  million  could  be  generated  above  what 
San  Francisco  currently  receives,  making  a  significant  contribution  toward  closing  the  budget 
deficit  and  protecting  vital  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SB  223  is  supported  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
many  labor  and  community  organizations,  which  recognize  that  the  budget  deficit  cannot  be 
closed  entirely  through  cuts  to  local  programs  and  services;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  the  California  State 
Legislature  to  and  the  Governor  to  enact  SB  223,  which  would  empower  San  Francisco  voters 
to  make  important  decisions  about  how  to  address  the  City's  budget  deficit;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  Governor  Jerry  Brown,  Lieutenant  Governor  Gavin 
Newsom,  Speaker  of  the  California  State  Assembly  John  A.  Perez,  Democratic  Caucus  Chair 
Jerry  Hill,  Assembly  Member  Gil  Cedillo,  Minority  Floor  Leader  Martin  Garrick,  and  the  San 
Francisco  state  legislative  delegation.
